Staehle Again Crowded 
King Of Cachet Artists

The year 1944 saw many more 
cover designers, sponsors and col- 
lectors join ‘the ranks of our 
armed forces. The result was a 
smaller number of covers being 
designed and sponsored. The tem- 
porary loss of these members also 
resulted in a smaller number of 
votes being cast in the twelfth an- 
nual vote for “King of Cachets,” 
although over 500 votes were 
enough to give a clear view of the 
collectors opinions. 

In reviewing the cachet designs 


ity. The general run of designs 
were much better than we have 
seen in past years. It is really a 
pleasure to notice the development 
of the cachet to such a high stand- 
ard. 

Top of all designers was again 
L. W. Staehle who designed the 
King of 1942 and 1943. During the 
past year L. W. designed forty 
different designs. Of these twenty- 
one were various designs for first 
day covers and nineteen were for 
war and patriotic purposes. 

The design voted “King of Ca- 
chets for 1944” was used on a first 
day cover for the first day sale of 
the Savannah stamp from Kings 
Point, N. Y., on May 22, 1944. 
Featured is the Maritime Insig- 
nia, and air view of Kings Point 
Merchant Marine Academy, the 
steamer Savannah and_ proper 
wording. Designed by L. W. 
Staehle the cachet was sponsored 
by Ed Jordan of Elmhurst, N. Y. 
Jordan is well known for the 
many cachets that he sponsors. He 
is the owner of the mark “Smart- 
craft” which identifies the cachets 
that he is responsible for. 

The “Queen of Cachets for 
1944” was one issued for the first 
day sale of the Motion Picture 
stamp on October 31, 1944. Spon- 
sored by the Washington Stamp 
Exchange it is one in their famous 
Artcraft Engraving Series. The

Business Will Benefit 
From Lowered Latin 
American Airmail Rate 





A new schedule of airmail rates 
for practically all Latin American 
countries and several of the West 
Indian islands was announced in 
our columns on April 5, and were 
effective as of April Ist. 

Collectors of stamps will appre- 
ciate this new schedule of rates in 
the months to come when the war 
is over and trading in stamps 
with these countries will again be 
freely done. We see nothing in the 
rate schedule which will necessi- 
tate new stamps for our country 
since we now have in issue stamps 
of all values according to the var- 
ious rates. 

Just what is behind this rate re- 
duction which in some instances is 
as much as 50% we do not know 
but would hazard a guess that our 
country is laying plans now for 
a greater trade with Latin Amer- 
ican countries following the war 
and lower air mail rates will be 
of big help in this. 


Whether the reduction in rates | 


by our country will affect the 
rates of the countries to the south 
and cause them to make reduc- 
tions will be something for us to 
watch for and learn about if and 
when it is done. 

Should such a situation arise we 
could feel certain that there might 
be a cause for several new stamps 
from some of these countries. 





Free Trade In Stamps 
Export Permits Are 
No Longer Required 





Philatelic export permits will 
not be required for the export 
of postage stamps on or after 
April 16, 1945, according to an 
announcement by the Office 
of Censorship. 

The changes being made _ in 


philatelic censorship regulations 
will also permit the shipment of 
postage stamps to or their receipt 
from all countries except Ger- 
many, Japan, and areas occupied 
or controlled by these countries. 
Shipments will be subject to the 
Foreign Funds Control Regulations 
of the Treasury Department wtih 
respect to business’ transactions 
and remittance licenses. 

It was pointed out that’ the 
censorship of this material will 
not be relaxed since the change is 
merely one of procedure, whic 
dispenses with the requirement 
for an export permit. 

The status of philatelic com- 
munications which have been de- 
tained previously because of war- 
time security regulations is not 
altered by virtue of these changes 
in censorship regulations.

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THE QUESTION OF DAMAGED STAMPS 

We feel impelled to write this editorial because of the receipt 
of a letter from an advertising patron who has made complaint to 
us that he believes that the editorial which we published in our issue 
of March 22, is in effect detrimental to his business in that he offers 
stamps which are described as in condition other 
than good or fine, such stamps as he may describe 
as fair or poor. He asks if it is objectionable to 
offer in advertisements in fair or defective condi- 
tion and at the same time have such stamps listed 
and offered in auctions. Our reply was simply that 
the stamps which we described were as we tried to 
describe them, so terribly damaged and defective 
that we do not believe that this dealer or any other 
reputable dealer would even think of offering them 
for sale and as for such material being sold at 
auction, we have attended many auctions, seen 


such 





fering individual single stamps in 
George W. Linn condition as the material we 
Occasionally we have noted a lot in an auction which is described 
as being a lot of badly defective culls from “the collection”. We see 
no reason why if someone wants to look over and possibly bid on 
such a lot that they should not do so. But we again say that the type 
of material we tried to describe is unfit for anyone to put into any 
stamp collection and that we have never yet found any dealer who 
has had the regular habit of putting such material in approval se- 
lections or advertising it for sale. 

We do not know how to make the point more clear than in this 
manner. Stamps slightly off center, possibly with a perf missing, a 
minute thin spot, a straight edge are perfectly good copies for legi- 
timate sale, naturally all these defects in one stamp woukl make it 
a very poor copy, yet not such a bad example as we have tried to 
describe. 

Our own personal opinion is that the condition craze has gone 
a bit too far in some instances. It is fortunate however that this 
craze seems confined mostly to collectors of United States stamps 
for we seldom see so much fuss made over foreign stamps. 

The man who demands perfect centering, full gum, never hin- 
ged, every perf standing up in perfect ordet and all that sort of 
stuff should be expected to pay full catalog or more for every stamp 
he buys and in our estimation, such demands for condition are un- 
reasonable and far from necessary in building a worth while stamp 
collection. The bulk of all, stamps are not of this condition and it is 
fortunate for the stamp dealer that all collections are not of much 
mind. 

On the other hand we do not advise or recommend anyone to 
buy a badly damaged stamp. Your collection will be far better with- 
out some particular stamp than to have the space filled with a badly 
damaged one. Put the money that you would put into that stamp 
into something in good condition. 

It is unfortunate that there is no definite or clearly understood 
set of words or terms that will permit one to visualize a stamp from 
the description of the stamp as poor, fair, good, fine, very fine or 
superb. 

We believe that such a method of description worked out by 
pictures and words would be possible, the main benefit of such a 
chart would be to fully illustrate and describe the stamp of 
poorest quality so that nothing worse might be offered under the 
name of poor. 

If we accept the word poor copy as being the worst copy that 
ean be offered we ought to know whether a poor copy means a 
whole stamp, three quarters of a stamp or half a stamp, No stamp 
which is not whole should be accepted by any collector. The sole 
exception to this remark would in our estimation be an imperforate 
copy which might have one or more margins trimmed into the de- 
sign, yet not to such an extent that the stamp was reduced in size 
to any extent, and even then it would have to be a stamp which was 
isued in unperforated condition only and not one which was issued 
both perforated and unperforated. 

In the collection we previously described were such stamps as 
the Lincoln, the Hudson-Fulton and the Alaska Yukon, presumably 
imperforate with margins so small that any dealer who sold them 
as imperforates should be hanged. 

We said, “Any dealer who sold them as imperforates.” We said 
it that way simply because in this instance we felt that someone had 
sold these particular stamps. to the old lady we mentioned as im- 
perforate. In other words, found someone whom they could bill 
and did it openly. It is such business as this that we protest against. 

If any collector of less mature age wants to buy defects, we 
have no sympathy for him, he should know better. 





SUGGESTS A SEAL OF APPROVAL FOR DEALERS 


A reader who starts his letter off with a complaint about a pur- 
chase he made from some dealer suggests that we start a “Good 
Housekeeping” kind of a seal of approval for dealers. 

Such a plan has long ago been suggested by us for adoption by 
the American Stamp Dealers Association. We hope to see the day 
that this Association will adopt it. Collections will then look for the 
ASDA emblem in every dealers advertising and feel that they can 
deal with such dealers with safety. 

On the other hand a tremendous lot of complaints we get are 
utterly silly and show conclusively that the collector himself is at 
fault. He orders something that is offered and priced far below what 
a fine copy is worth and because the copy does not suit him he 
blames the dealer. Just so soon as more collectors realize that choice 
stamps, whether singles, in packets or in mixtures can not be sold 
at half price just that much sooner will a lot of them stop com- 
plaining about dealers. Many dealers offer trashy mixtures because 
there are so many foolish collectors who want to buy them,

We might have gone a bit far- 
ther in our previous item and 


quoted the postal regulation which 
forbids such covers. We will do 
that now for the benefit of any- 
one who might question the fact. 

At the top of page 27 in our 
volume titled “Postal Laws and 
Regulations,” we find a paragraph 
numbered 121 which reads in part, 
as follows: “Space must be left on 
the address side of all mail suf- 
ficient for a legible address and 
for all directions permissible there 
on, for postage stamps, postmark- 
ing, rating, and any words neces- 
sary for forwarding or return. Not 
less than 3% inches of clear space 
should be left for such purpose at 
the right end of the address side 
of all envelopes, folders or wrap- 
pers of mail matter,” ete.

lem calls urgently for the atten- 
tion and action of Congress. As the 
law is now applied, it is the Post- 
master General—one man, human 
and fallible like any other one 


man—who has _slife-and-death 
power over all the publications 
traveling second class in the’ 


United States.” 

“That is too much power for 
any one man to have, no matter 
how honest and well-intentioned 
he may be. It’s time to fence him 
am,” 


Judging by complaints of sub- 
scribers about the time it takes 
for our publication to reach them 
we would not be surprised if there 
were other matters that night be 
enacted into law rather than left 
to the discretion of any one man. 
A subsriber in Elmont, N. P 
writes us that the issue of our 
publication for March 22 was de- 
livered to him on March 29th. 
That is over a week for such de- 
livery for our paper for March 
22 was put in the mails on March 
2lst. As we understand matters, 
mail for the east goes through a 
terminal point at Buffalo and we 
understand that this is the point 
at which the delay occurs. 

We have thus far refrained 
from making any vigorous com- 
plaint to the Department at Wash- 
ington because of the war situa- 
tion which we know has resulted 
in much difficulty for the depart- 
ment in the matter of efficient and 
perhaps enough help for proper 
handling of the mails. We can 
only assure all readers that the 
paper is mailed regularly every 
week in two mailings. One part of 
the mailing is made on Wednes- 
day, the remainder on Thursday of 
each week. Any delay in delivery 
is due to delay in the mail and 
a complaint to your local post- 
master with a request that he 
trace back and see where the de- 
lay occurs will get as good results 
as we can get. We know that the 
paper goes out of the local office 
promptly. Just where the delay 
occurs in any direction from here 
is something we can not prevent 
but complaint to your local post- 
master may help in rooting out 
the fault wherever it lies. A pub- 
lication of the type of this paper 
is entitled to better service than 
is accorded magazines. This is 
provided for in the postal regula- 
tions and while we have no in- 
tention of making a big fuss over 
the matter under present condi- 
tions, we do assure you that when 
the war is over and the help situa- 
tion is overcome, we intend to 
complain to everyone along the 
line from here to Washington and

Although we have seen some 
unnecessary Dated Overprints we 
have not seen a_ single Faked 
Dated overprint. We hope we are 
not giving any one ideas for 
although this is a very virgin and 
interesting field it is also one that 
some smart fellow could have a 
picnic in. There are several re- 
straining influences and _ chief 
among these are that there are 
few general collectors of Dateds. 
There are many who collect them 
but from certain towns or from 
certain concerns and the field is 
well broken up. The. largest fol- 
lowing is in printed integrals and 
here it would be just a little 
tougher to do any funny work. 
In the handstamps though the 
field is wide open but as I pointed 
out there are not enough collec- 
tors to create a demand and in 
the case of Bureau Prints a Dated 
is generally priced at half cata- 
log, so this does not encourage 
any unnecessary application of 
printing on stamps either. In fact 
unless I am getting far behind 
the times I have had no reports 
of any kind of precancels being 
faked for quite some time. We 
hope this state affairs will con- 
tinue _indefiniately.

ence collection which if I can get 
it thoroughly worked up will give 
me a lot of information that will 
be far better than any book 
which may describe the material. 

For years past I have carefully 
removed from old Auction cata- 
logs, the printed plates which il- 
lustrate the stamps that are of- 
fered, usually the gems of the 
sale. Naturally in doing this one 
accumulates an endless number 
of pictures of 5c and 10c 1847’s 
and many other stamps of a simi- 
lar nature, but one also gets the 
outstanding illustrations of the 
greatest rarities and a collection 
the pages and mounted singly 
in an album as one would mount 
stamps can soon become quite in- 
teresting and show at a glance 
many of the choicest stamps and 
covers in existence.
